Our people have always taken 
kindly to railroads but have steadi¬ 
ly and successfully kept down the 
quest ion of a bond issue to help an 
iuij»eeuiiji>ua corporation. * 

Tilings grew more tangible, how. 
ever, when Mr. Alex. McVeigh Mil- 
ler, of Alderson, amt others wislie l 
to take an option upon Mr. A. M. 
McLaughlin’s farm at $'27,000, in 
about 1890. lu I)<‘ceuitier, 1890, 
the “big snow” fell, which was on 
the level with the tops of the fences 
cutting off mail cnuiinniiieatioii and 
itU|H-ding travel generally. As 
soon as the roads liecaine partially 
passable, that hardy prospector, 
Mr. H. A. Yeager, a present resi¬ 
lient of Marlinmn, caine and took 
an option on the McLaughlin place 
at $40,000. Cant. Marshall, of Min 
go Pints, followed shortly anil took 
options on all tlie rest of the neigh 
borliood. Col. John T. McGraw 
came also and the whole country- 
aide was bought, under three feet 
of snow. * 

Tlie options were about as fol 
lows: S. I). Price’s place, $0,500; Le 
vi Gay $15,000; Win. H. MoCUntic 
$7,500; Mis. McLaughlin $3,500; M. 
D. McLanghlin$0,uOO and Win. T. 
Price $*,000. 

This was enough to make the 
most skeptical believe that this 
placj was destined to lie a great 
towu. Some even predicted that 
fifty houses would lie built here lie 
fore the railroad caine..

Unoiritten History.

AlK) 0 fc 1750 John Wilson and 
Bowyer Miller located on Jackson 
Itiver, now Highland Coanty, Va. 
Mr. Wilson settled at the mouth of 
Peak or Stony Hon, while Miller at 
Wilsonville, farther up. 

Daring Braddock’s war, Mr. Mil¬ 
ler refugeed to Tinkliog Spring, 
finally across the Blae Midge, leav¬ 
ing land, house and property on- 
oared for. 

Abont 1856 Mr. Wilson refugeed 
near Greenville, taking bis movable 
property with him. But finding it 
impossible to get subsistence, seut 
his horses and cattle back, and em¬ 
ployed some one to do the ranging 
and salting. * 

We hear nothing more of him. 
In a year or two bis family ventured 
to return, and took np their abode 
on the east bank of the river, some 
two hundred yards, perhaps, below 
the crossing leading to the Bolar 
Spring. The Indians then raided 
their home about the year 1760. 

This Johu Wilson, the pioneer, 
was the grandfather of the late Wm. 
Wilson, whose daughters, Char, 
lotto and Susan, married Adam end 
Washington Stephensop,eitiaana ol 
Highland coanty. Tto mAh if 
the raid, John Wtlsfo, dee of the 
sous, had gone to Fort Lewieon the 
Cow Pasture, to invite bands to as 
sist in raising Oho bonne, recently 
occupied by Mrs. Washington 8 te 
phenson. In the meanwhileMrs. 
Wilson and her daughters, Barbara 
and Susan, were very busy iu prep- 


tiSSfiFW \/ks rlvEr^KIrSe cabin. 

Thomas Wilson, a ^oonger eon, 
was at the mill grinding the needed 
corn meal. The mill stood near the 
crossing of the WarmJLlun losing 
to the residence of the late David 
Stephenson. Upon John's return, 
late in the evening ae lie came in 
sight ot home, he was fired upon by 
Indians. One ball passed tinder his 
arm-pit aud tore tbe fringe off bis 
hunting shirt. Mounted on a fleet 
horse he turned instantly to return 
to the fort, whence he had just come, 
and was soon out of sight of the In 
dians. While going at tall speed 
through the gap, a limb knocked his 
hat off. He stopped and picked it 
up at the peril of his life. This per¬ 
son was the father of the William 
Wilson, Esq., already mentioned, 
and of the late Mrs. Esther Bolar, 
southwest of the Warm Springs. 

Upon reaching the fort, lie told 
what had happened, and begged for 
assistance at once. .None were wil¬ 
ling to venture that night. Tbe 
captain then ordered a draft, for a 
detachment. It was very late in 
the night before the detail reached 
the summit of Jack Mountain, over¬ 
looking the valley. It was dark, 
no light save that of the summer 
stars, and in flie valley this light 
was obscured by a deuse tpg. With 
sad forebodings they begau the de¬ 
scent into tbe darkness of the ra¬ 
vine beneath, through which they 
were to grope their way and where 
their young guide had been fired on 
and pursued by the wily enemy. 
Shey cautiously moved down the 
mountain, quietly passed through 
the gup, all ou foot except their 
guide, John Wilson. 

At the edge of the gap, he dis¬ 
mounted. hung up his saddle and 
bridle and turned the jaded horse 
out to graze in the woods. He also 
advised his friends to leave the 
path, cross the Warm linn, and 
pass down tbe right bank by a cir¬ 
cuitous way to the mill to see wheth¬ 


er it wm running or not. “If it he 


running,” nays John \Vilaon, “it is 
a bad sign, for then I know that 
tbe Indians have surprised Brother 
Tom and killed him, because they 
wot/ld not know how to stop the 
mill. But If It is not running there is 
some hope, tpjjr be may have eeen 
tbe Indians, stopped tbe mill and 
made his escape, fori know no In¬ 
dian can catch him by running/’ 

Tbe mill wes found to be silent. 
Young Wilson entered it quietly 
pod found everything In place, and 
the newly ground seek of meal was 
at tbe chest, securely tied. Takiug 
hope from this the rescuing party 
crossed the' river Joat alcove the 
mouth of tbe Warm ran »q*l passed 
over tbe bottom to the knoll on 
which the ohorch stands, and thence 
moved with the greatest caution in 
tbe direction of the duelling on the 
opposite aide of tbe river. 

Upon reselling the oanip just op¬ 
posite tbe oabm, John Wilson ad¬ 
vised the men to remain there nntil 
he eould wahe over and find out 
what had happened. If all was 
well/|ie could call them over, but ir 
the cabirftiad been destroyed, or oc¬ 
cupied by tbe Indiana, he would re¬ 
turn and determine, on what would 
be beat, to do. When lie approach

The last 
thing known of him he Was at the 
mill. 0 pon going to the ip.iil early 
iu the uioruiplUibe party found his 
track, and that he bad been ranniug. 
This they followed until tb«y found 
where!!Tom had stepped on a stick, 
had fallen, been overtaken and cap¬ 
tured. Tbe Indians were trailed 
from that point across tbe river to 
the blnff near the residence of tbe 
late Michael Wise. Thence they 
went southwest to a point abont a 
mile below where the churcb nor 
stands. There they remained some 
time, as the sigus indicated. From 
that point they were traoed back to 
Peak’s Bun, up which they went. 

Tom’s sister Susan took tbe lead 
in all this search lor Tom. She was 
well nigh frantic with grief. At 
frequent times she would cry out, 
as she went iu advance of the party 
by fifteen or twenty yards : “Here 
are my poor brother’s tracks l” 

Upon reaching the top of Back 
Creek Mountain, it was thought 
best to go no farther, as fourteeu 
men conld do nothing with so many 
savages as the signs indicated. It 
was with great difficulty that Susan 
could be prevailed ou to return 
without foroible measures. For 
years uothing was heard from Tom. 
He died of lever soon after his cap¬ 
ture. In pome future sketch it will 
appear how information was ob¬ 
tained of bis subsequent fate. 

Tbe writer is iudebted to tbe late 
John Cleek, Esq., for the material 
of this and other sketches.

Mr. David Kincaid, who had 
been one of the fourteen rescuers, 
went with an expedition seut to 
treat with the Indians at Fort Pitt, 
concerning the ransom of prisoners. 
A treaty was made and a day ap f 
pointed for giviug up all in captivi 
ty. That day passed away and no 
prisoners were brought in as agreed. 
It looked suspicions, aud that uigbt 
every precaution against surprise 
was taken, lest the Indians should 
prove hostile and treacherous, bat 
uotbii g occurred as feared. The 
next day whs nearly s|>eut, when 
late in the evening a little girl ten 
years of ago was brongbt in. She 
could speak nothing bnt Indian di 
sleet, and conld tell nothing aboat 
herself.

It is : remarkable that so many 
West Virginia rivers have their 
sources in the same part of the state. 

A glance at the map shows that the 
Greenbrier, and the several branch¬ 
es of Cheat river, head near the 
line between Pocahontas and Ran¬ 
dolph counties. A littie to the east 
in Pendleton county is the bead of 
tho North Fork of the Potomac, 
whose waters eventually find their 
way to the Atlantic. Gauley rises 
in Pocahontas aud Elk in Randolph 
as does ' also ^ygarts Valley 
and Buckhannon rivers, while the 
West Fork of the Mouougahela and 
the Little Kanawha begin their re¬ 
spective courses in Upahnr county, 
which joins Randolph on the West. 
The extreme distance between the 
heads of the rivers named is not 
over fifty miles, yet marly of them 
flow in different directions, but 
eventually find their way to the 
Ohio. The fact that thate rivers 
all head so near together, has pro¬ 
bably been noted by others, bat it 
is certainly one of the remarkable 
features oi our state .—Charleston 
Gazette. 

The writer above has failed to 
mention the James, which heads in 
Highland couuty, in the territory 
above named. So distinct is the 
divide at its bead, that on one side 
of the turnpike a scream can be 
seen running in oue direction to the 
James and on the other side water 
running to the Potomac. Elk river 
comes iuto Pocahontas and divides 
in a number of branches known as 
Crooked Fork, Old Field Fork, Sla¬ 
ty Fork, and Dry Branch. Proba¬ 
bly Big Spring Fork should be con-- 
sklercil the main prong of the river.

It is watered in main by the 
Greenbrier, and when the waters 
are fully used the river is permitted 
to escape by a tortuous passage 
te rough Droop Mountain. The 
Greenbrier is not quite sufficient for 
the county’s needs, so in the ex¬ 
treme western part of the county 
the headwaters of the Elk spread 
like the antlers of the animal from 
which it takes its name, mid water 
a most valuable blue grass country. 
This river is sent off through never 
euding woods iu a southerly direc¬ 
tion. :
